Bible Training School and Bishops’ Council Unaffected 


It is with deepest regret that we find it neces- 
sary to make this announcement, for we know 
thousands and thousands of people will be sad- 
ly disappointed; but in the face of this raging 
epidemic it was decided by the Council of 
Twelve with the General, Overseer that we 
should cooperate with the City officials in re- 
ducing the congregation which evidently would 
carry the disease. 

The city and county schools were closed, va- 
rious public gatherings of any proportions were 
discontinued, and have been for some time. 
Children had been barred from public meetings 
and it appeared that the General Assembly 
would of necessity be postponed, but an agree- 
ment was reached by the General Overseer and 
Council of Twelve in council with the Mayor, 
Hon. V. D. Bass, Dr. F. O. Pearson, City-Coun- 
ty Public Health Director, Raleigh Crumbliss, 
member of the Chamber of Commerce, and Mr. 
Keith, President of the Hotel Association, at 
10:00 o’clock Saturday morning in the Mayor’s 
office, that we might proceed by reducing the 
gathering to that of the male ministers and by 
reducing the time from five days to two days. 

The Bishops’ Council will begin as scheduled, 
August 29, and the Assembly will begin as 
scheduled, Tuesday night, September 2, but 
will close Thursday night, September 4, and is 
to be limited to the male ministry of the 
Church. 

THE BIBLE TRAINING SCHOOL will be- 


gin as scheduled, September 8. Students may 
either come directly to Sevierville, or may come 
to Chattanooga and go from there to the school. 
If you find it necessary to come early because 
of arrangements to come with someone else, or 
for some other reason, we will make arrange- 
ments to take care of you at the school. 

All measures passed by the ministry of the 
Church will be in effect subject to the ratifica- 
tion of the General Assembly in 1942, but when 
we think of plans for 1942, our hearts almost 
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skip a beat, for who knows what world condi- 
tions will be by that time! Our next Assembly 
may be in the skies. These are serious times, dan- 
gerous times, a time when every one of us should 
renew our pledge, broaden our vision and see 
the millions of souls struggling on the brink of 
hell; then rush out and snatch them from their 
danger, for the time is short and Jesus said, The 
night cometh when no man can work. 


PRAY, PRAY, PRAY 


The Church will suffer greatly in this dis- 
tress. In our mission offering, orphanage offer- 
ing, expense offerings and otherwise it will be 
a loss financially, but the greatest loss will be 
in the freedom and spirit of the services that 
only a General Assembly, with members and 
ministry present alike, can bring. The Church 
will lose much as many will not be here to re- 
ceive the great inspiration received in General 
Assembly services. 

Inasmuch as thousands are prohibited from 
attending, will you please join with us in special 
prayer the entire Assembly week that God will 
most graciously help in directing the affairs of 
the Church? 

PROGRESS 


Already our missionaries are coming, telling 
of the wonderful progress under adverse cir- 
cumstances. Even this week news came that the 
doors of our churches, which usually welcome 
15,000 converted souls, were closed in Haiti. 
Their public worship is forbidden; they are not 
to pray, sing, shout, dance, preach, or worship 
God in public. The 145 churches that resounded 
to the shouts of victory and praises to God stand 
silent today NOW, but pray that God will 
undertake especially for this field. 

This has been the greatest year in the history 
of the Church and the greatest progress ever 
made financially has been made this year. Head- 
quarters has received in the various departments

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AN epidemic of poliomyelitis (infantile 
paralysis) is growing to great propor- 
tions in many cities. The situation in Chattanooga has become 
so acute that circuses and other large gatherings have been 
banned from coming to the city. 
The Church of God internation- 
al convention has been made an 
exception. In the columns of the 
Chattanooga Daily Times, Aug- 
ust 22, Supt. Arthur L. Rankin, 
ef the Hamilton County school 
system, has made the statement 
that he would probably close the 
rural elementary schools until the 
poliomyelitis epidemic subsides. 

In the same column of this 
paper, Dr. F. O. Pearson, direc- 
tor of the city-county health de- 
partment, reported that two cases 
had developed yesterday, and pos- 
sibly a third. 

Dr. Pearson further states that 
the Annual Assembly of the 
Church of God is scheduled for 
Chattanooga for the week of 
September 2 and that he has conferred with a representative 
of the Assembly, Rev. R. J. Staats. The health officer agreed 
to permit the meeting on the promise of the Church officials 
that no children twelve years or younger would be permitted 
to attend. Dr. Pearson said that if the Assembly did not abide 
by the agreement made by its representative, he would be 
compelled to close it. The Church official said he would prom- 
ise to scrutinize the list closely as the delegates register, and 
warn that no children twelve years or younger would either 
attend the meeting or be housed within the city. 

It is to be greatly appreciated that the officials of Chatta- 
nooga and Hamilton County will allow us to gather in this 
great 36th Annual Assembly, and it is hoped that all dele- 
gates will heed the warning and leave all children twelve years 
or younger so as not to suffer the embarrassment of being 
banned from the convention. Due to the fact that some dele- 
gates may be on the road before they have received this warn- 
ing, Dr. Pearson says that those who do bring children twelve 
years of age or younger must house them outside of the city 
limits and not allow them to attend the Assembly.

It is hoped by the 
officials that all delegates to the Assembly will come reverent- 
ly and prayerfully with anticipation of the greatest Assembly 


we have ever experienced. 


7,000 Souls BROTHER and Sister John P. Kluzit and 
Saved their two boys, Jackie and Skippy, have re- 

turned to the United States to attend the 
36th Annual Assembly. For the past few days Brother and 
Sister Kluzit have been before the Church of God Mission 
Board discussing the problem of their work in the Haitian 
Republic. This great missionary team is able to report 7,000 
souls saved this past year, which is perhaps an all-time high 
record for missionary achievements. 

In a letter from Brother Kluzit just after he arrived in New 
Jersey, he states, “I am looking for another passover to come 
upon this lost world very, very soon. Praise the Lord, all ye 
His saints! Instead of an angel of 
death, the Son of man will come 
like an angel of resurrecting and 
transforming power upon the 
generations of man, and will stop 
at the doors where the Lamb’s 
blood has been applied, and will 
lift up to be with Him forever 
all the twice-born ones, for all of 
those who are only born once 
must die twice, but those who 
are born twice will die but 
once. He will pass over the 
world but will claim His prize, 
the bloodwashed. As a thief in 
the night, He will come for the 
most precious treasure of all the 
generations of man — His re- 
deemed throughout the ages. Oh 
glory, glory, glory!” 

Brother Kluzit writes further, 
“The world is in confusion but doesn’t see the doom that awaits 
it, like a sword hanging by a thread over its very head. But in 
the twinkling of an eye this doom will fall upon it; the thread 
will be severed. 2 Thess. 2:6, 7, ‘Now ye know what with- 
holdeth that he might be revealed in his time. For the mystery 
of iniquity doth already work: only he who now letteth will 
let until he be taken out of the way.’ Verse 8, ‘And then 
shall that wicked be revealed.’ Verses 3, 4, ‘That man of sin 
be revealed, the son of perdition; who opposeth and exalteth 
himself of all that is called God, or that is worshipped; so that 
he as God sitteth in the temple of God, showing himself that 
he is God.’ Verses 11, 12, ‘And for this cause God shall send 
them strong delusion, that they should believe a lie: that they 
all might be damned that believed not the truth, but had 
pleasure in unrighteousness.’

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What It Cost Me to Attend the General Assembly

It has not always been so convenient 
nor so easy on the pocketbook to make 
a trip to the great General Assembly of 
the Church of God as is the case today. 
But whatever the cost or inconvenience 
at any time, one can depend upon it that 
the trip will abundantly repay the trav- 
elers in rich returns. Such was the ex- 
perience I had more than twenty years 
ago. 

Ir was in August of 1919 that my 
three sons, Elmer, Paul and Joseph, to- 
gether with Mrs. Walker, two friends, 
two ministers and I, packed up _ for 
the greatest trip of our lives—our first 
visit to the General Assembly held in 
Cleveland, Tenn. 

I possessed a Willys-Knight car having 
3,000 miles registered on the speed- 
ometer, and a Model T Ford roadster so 
new that its first trip was just ahead. 
Before making the journey I felt a com- 
plete check-up of the larger car was 
necessary and had a first-class mechanic 
do the work. For this he charged me 
$86.00. A new spare tire was advisable 
so I purchased one for $46.00 and a tube 
for $8.00. The Willys was now around a 
year old, which meant that a new battery 
would be safer. I paid $46.60 for the 
battery. The price of gasoline had 
dropped from 37c a gallon the previous 
year to 27c, and since we could expect 
at least twelve miles per gallon from 
the Willys and more from the Ford, the 
start toward Cleveland seemed practical. 

We said, “Good-bye,” to Golden Val- 
ley, N. Dak., where we made our home 
on the ranch, the last day of August. I 
had $500.00 in my pockets and a modest 
checking account at home in case an 
emergency should arise. The boys had 
saved up some money for the trip, El- 
mer having $600.00; Paul, $165.00, and 
Joseph $28.00. We needed it all before 
we saw Golden Valley again. 

Leaving in the afternoon, and having 
some business to attend to in a near-by 
town caused us to make only twenty 
miles the first day. We pitched tent and 
camped for the night. We had equipped 
ourselves with a trailer drawn by the 
Ford and in that we kept our luggage, 
camp cook stove, tent and bedding. 

The second day we drove to Center, 
N. Dak., where, in front of a garage, 
we met with difficulty. The differential 
of the Willys-Knight broke down so we 
pushed the car into the garage. There we 
borrowed a Ford, which, with our own, 
made it possible to take the Cleveland- 
bound party ten miles further to my 
brother’s house. The day following, my 
son and I drove twenty-eight miles to 
Bismarck to get a new differential. Be- 
sides costing me $95.00 for this repair 
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item, we were delayed two days on our 
journey. When started again, we drove 
just a few feet and an axle broke. Back 
to Bismarck we went, paying $9.60 for 
the axle and $2.00 for travelling ex- 
penses. 

Once again we started and made nine 
miles when something in the transmission 
broke. We called a garage in Mandan, 
and for $20.00 a tow car took us in. 
The Willys-Knight agency was located 
in Bismarck and thinking they would 
do better work on the car, I called them. 
For $6.00 they towed the car to their 
premises. 

With the Ford alone we moved all our 
baggage to Menoken, ten miles distant, 
where my niece lived. Menoken was 
across the river and the three loads re- 
quired for the baggage meant six ferry 
trips at a total cost of $6.00 for tolls. 
It was one week before the Willys-Knight 
was ready to go, and the garage bill this 
time was $115.00. More than this, the 
new battery so recently purchased was 
dead, so we left it to be recharged and 
took a service battery. 

In two days we travelled 200 miles 
arriving at Detroit Lakes, Minn., where 
I purchased another new tire for $46.00. 
We had been having flat tires repeatedly, 
but now we hoped for better times with 
three new tires and three old ones for 
the big car. The battery I left behind 
was supposed to reach me at this point 
but it was missing so I telephoned to 
find out why. I was advised that it 
wouldn’t take a charge, having been 
originally assembled wrong with plates 
crossed. I then sent back $15.00 for the 
service battery I was using. 

By driving hard on another day we 


made it to the suburbs of Minneapolis, 
a distance of nearly 200 miles, and after 
stopping two days with a friend, re- 
sumed our journey. Coming through St. 
Paul, Minn., we lost track of our Ford 
driven by Elmer. We went on expecting 
to find him and reaching Rochester, 
Minn., we stayed over a day waiting for 
him. At last he arrived and we listened 
to the story. On the way he had hit a 
sand pocket when the “wishbone” of 
the Model T bent, throwing the car and 
trailer over. Our kerosene cook stove 
was badly damaged so I purchased a 
wood stove to replace it. Rains were com- 
ing down and the tent needed to be 
heated when we camped. Counting the 
cost of the new stove and auto repairs, 
the Ford turnover cost me only $25.00. 

We went through the entire next day, 
after leaving Rochester, without trouble, 
and camped for the night after the day’s 
drive of seventy-five miles. The day fol- 
lowing was Sunday and I preferred not 
to travel, but the women of the party 
wanted to go on, so forward we went. 
We reached the Wisconsin River which 
had overflowed the road approaching the 
bridge. The Ford got through but the 
big car stalled, so we sent for a farmer 
with team to pull us out. The cost was 
a meager $3.00. 

When the car would run again, we 
got on our way only to face road con- 
struction work ahead. Heavy rains had 
caused a layer of soft mud on the road, 
and beneath that there were many sharp 
stones. We soon reached a slick hill 
which the Ford wouldn’t climb, but a 
teamster going our way pulled it to the 
top for 50c, a sum almost too small to 
mention in view of other high prices we 
paid. The big car made the hill all right 
but it was an expensive climb, for it 
tore up a set of tires and a set of chains 
which we had purchased in Detroit Lakes 
for $9.00. From then on we patched 
tires one after another. The day had been 
a hard one and though we had made only 
nineteen miles, it was time to camp.

Rain set in for the night, so we moved 
all beds to a farmer’s barn, except one. 
This was occupied by one of the minis- 
ters who thought we were foolish to 
leave. He stayed with the tent and bag- 
gage. At midnight I heard him whistle 
and recognized it as a distress signal. 
Arriving at the tent door I met his suit- 
case floating out on the water which 
was running through the tent. I caught 
the suitcase but some of the clothes and 
his pocketbook containing $35.00 es- 
caped me. We were fortunate enough 
later to find the pocketbook lodged in a 
wire fence. The women’s suitcases were

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Question: Please explain Matt. 25:1. 
What portion of God’s salvation does it 
take to make a person a Bible virgin?— 
R. J. H. 


Answer: We do not find any place in 
the Scripture to confirm that a portion 
or certain portions of salvation make one 
a Bible virgin. Throughout the entire 
Bible God has referred to those chosen by 
Him as virgins. In 2 Kings 19:21 and 
Isa. 37:22 Israel is referred to as the 
virgin daughter of Zion. In Jer. 31:21 
we have the quotation, “O virgin of 
Israel;” and Lam. 1:15 refers to Judah 
as the virgin daughter of Judah, though 
Judah had acted in such a way that a 
great tribulation was sent upon her to 
crush her and bring her again into obe- 
dience to Him. Many are the places in the 
Old Testament that Israel and Judah are 
referred to as virgins. They are so re- 
ferred to because they were the chosen of 
the Lord. In Matt. 25 a beautiful picture 
is given and those who went out to meet 
the bridegroom are all referred to as vir- 
gins, from which we gather that all who 
go to meet the Lord now or are making 
preparations to meet Him, may be re- 
ferred to as such, though those who are 
foolish in that that they do not make the 
proper preparation that they can stand 
through the darkness of the night will 
lose their status with the bridegroom and 
not be permitted to enter the marriage. 
In 2 Cor. 11:2 Paul refers to the Church 
of God at Corinth as a virgin and says, 
“For I am jealous over you with godly 
jealousy: for I have espoused you to one 
husband, that I may present you as a 
chaste virgin to Christ.” We conclude 
that all who are in Christ may be referred 
to as Bible virgins and that only those 
who can be referred to as virgins could 
be considered as eligible to partake of the 
marriage supper. 


Question: Please explain Luke 16:9 in 
the Question Box. What is. meant by the 
mammon of unrighteousness?—F. C. 


Answer: As has been expressed hereto- 
fore in this column, parables were given 
to shed light on a subject or to clarify 
it, but were not intended by our Master 
to pan out in an explanatory way, each 
detail being identical in the spiritual 
sense. God does not justify anyone in 
being dishonest, so any idea of dishonesty 
being approved must be discarded. The 
man in the parable took the riches which 
had been entrusted to him to make friends 
for himself, that he might be received 
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after he had failed in his first position. 
Likewise we are taught that all which 
we have is given us of God. In sin we 
have miserably failed in the stewardship 
that God has entrusted us with. We are 
therefore taught that we should not use 
those riches (mammon) that God has 
given us lightly, but that it should be 
used so as to give us an everlasting 
habitation. This parallels the teaching 
of Christ where He says, “But lay up 
for yourselves treasures in heaven, where 
neither moth nor rust doth corrupt, and 
where thieves do not break through nor 
steal,” Matt. 6:20. Thus we are com- 
manded not to horde money (mammon) 
but to use it for God’s glory, that it 
might be a benefit to us in the world 
to come.

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A Ripe Mission Field

My recent trip to the Republic of 
Haiti made by far the greatest impres- 
sion on me of any of the six foreign 
countries I have had the privilege of vis- 
iting. While I did not wish to make the 
trip on account of the pressing duties at 
home, I shall always be thankful that 
the other members of the Mission Board 
chose me for this trip. 

The Haitian Consul in Miami 
very nice to me and gave me all the in- 
formation and heip that he could; but 
when I went to the Dominican Consul 
to get a vise on my passport (as I had 
planned to visit the Dominican Republic 
also), I had a very pleasant surprise. 
When he asked me about my _ business 
and feund cut that I was with the 
Church of God he said many  compli- 
mentary things about Brother and Sis- 
ter Kluzit’s work in Haiti and stated that 
they had visited the Dominican Repub- 
lic a few times and expressed a desire 
that the great revival that was spreading 
over the entire Republic of Haiti may 
likewise cover the Republica Dominica. 

When I landed at Port-au-Prince 
Brother and Sister Kluzit were there to 
meet me with their happy smiles that 
made me feel good even before I could 
get near enough to speak. After visiting 
our new tabernacle that was under con- 
struction in Port-au-Prince, we went to 
Petion-Ville and visited the Bible School

rest and ‘something to eat and were off 
for the reception they had planned for 
me. This was a great reception with some 
of those precious little Haitians speaking 
in English and thanking me, the Mis- 
sion Board, and all the members and

friends in the United States for our help. 
One can realize more fully how thank- 
ful they are when one sees hundreds of 
them on starvation and without suffici- 
ent clothes to cover them. 

The next morning at 5:20 we were up 
and getting ready to get a permit to go 
out into the interior. We drove as far as 
we could in the car and were met by a 
group of folks with donkeys for us to 
ride over the hills to Fond-de-Boudin, 
where we had a wonderful service and 
baptized sixty-four in water. Picture No. 
i shows me mounted ready to leave for 
Brother Kluzit’s car again. Notice the 
grass roof on the building in the back- 
ground. 

Our next stop was in the sand where 
we did some old time pushing and then 
the next one was in the middle of a 
stream, with water coming up in the 
car. We finally arrived at Anse-a-Veau 
about 6:30 p. m. and found the folks 
packed in the house like sardines in a 
can. Here we had the privilege of sleep- 
ing on a home-made bed and a native 
mattress, which we enjoyed immensely. 
The next morning at 8:15 when we ar- 
rived at the church it was packed to its 
capacity again. We had one small mis- 
sion in this place a year ago, and have 
had 250 converts in one year. After serv- 
ice we baptized twenty men and women 
in the Carribean Sea. (Picture No. 2.) 

Space would not permit me to tell 
one-tenth of what I saw among __ these 
precious poverty-stricken souls who are 
as hungry for (and apparently more 
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concerned about) the Word of God as 
for food and clothes for the natural 
man. Old men lying by the roadside 
without a rag of clothes on their body, 
begging for food to keep them al.ve. 
Mothers doing the family wash with no 
more than a ragged loin cloth on; but 
thank God they are anxious for the 
Word of God and are rapidly accepting 
the truth. Everywhere we went it was 
crowds, crowds. Not even standing room 
could be found in, or in some instances 
near, the place of worship. In some 
places groups of soldiers had to stand 
guard to keep them from rushing the 
doors when they were 
tramping some of them underfoot. Not 
a bloodthirsty mob after some criminal, 
but a throng of hungry souls struggling 
to get a vantage point so they might see 
and hear while we sang the songs of 
Zion and preached Christ and Him cru- 
cified. 

It would be impossible for you who 
travel over the wide, paved roads in the 
U. S. A. to imagine the kind of roads 
(?) we traveled over in Haiti, driving 
around large stones, through streams ot 
water, over rough stones (sometimes 
having to pile up stones to raise the 
wheels so as to get over the stones that 
stood up so high in the road). It was 
over some of this kind of roads we trav- 
eled to Thomazeau where you will see in 
picture No. 3 a large group of people 
lined up in front of the church ready for 
baptism. I will admit that my picture in 
the center of the group is a camouflage 
as Brother Kluzit did the baptizing here 
while I went to the other side of the 
stream to get some pictures. 

Some will, no doubt, wonder why they 
wear the white robes to be __ baptized. 
They are fortunate to have one suit that 
they can wear to church or in public, 
and many of them could not acquire a 
change to be baptized in, so Brother and 
Sister Kluzit have made up a large num- 
ber of these robes of common sheeting to 
accommodate them. 

Picture No. 4 shows one of a number 
of children across the stream from this 


opened, and

baptismal service in Thomazeau. They 
would not go over in the crowd, but 
think nothing of being near by as they 
have gone with no more than this (and 
many have less) all their lives. His stom- 
ach is not swollen from overeating, but 
rather from malnutrition. This is not an 
unusual sight in Haiti, as many of them 
are dy:ng for lack of food. When you 
think of children like this being put into 
a home where they are fed, loved and 
cared for until they can be happy, as 
they are in the Church of God Orphan- 
age (picture No. 5), it is enough to make 
us cry and laugh all at the same time. 


OLD CLOTHES FOR HAITI 

Did you know that the Church of 
God is soliciting old clothing to send 
over for these precious people? Of 
course, not things that are too badly 
worn, but many, many of the articles 
of clothing that you discard because they 
are out of style or outgrown would make 
someone there extremely happy. Please 
bring any and all articles of clothing, 
either summer or winter apparel, with 
you to the General Assembly and we 
will arrange a place to put them so that 
Brother Kluzit can get them boxed and 
ready to take back with him when he re- 
turns after the Assembly. 

Much more could be said, but I must 
not take up too much space. I shall not 
take much of your time to tell of my 
illness while there. After having spent a 
lictle over two weeks visiting the work, 
I was stricken with fever while over 200 
miles out in the interior. They got me 
back to Brother Kluzit’s home the fourth 
day and on the fifth day they got a ther- 
mometer to check my temperature, but 
it had cooled down to a little over 104 
by that time. My greatest regrets about 
being ill was that I did not get to visit 
the work in the Dominican Republic as 
we had planned. I wish to thank the 
many who prayed for me during this 
time of suffering. Had it not been for 
these fervent prayers and the exceeding- 
ly good care given me by Brother and 
Sister Kluzit, those staying in their home 
and our General Overseer who stayed 


beyond his schedule to care for me and 
escort me home, I may not have been 
here to write these lines today. 





Good News from Haiti 


It will make you happy, I am sure, to 
know that 1,211 new members have been 
brought into the Church in Haiti during 
this past year, bringing the total of 
Church of God membership in Haiti to 
the number of 3,214. Believers, not 
members of the Church, number 10,- 
164. So, together with members, we have 
a grand total of 13,378 believers associat- 
ed with the Church of God in Haiti, of 
whom at least 1,487 are baptized in the 
Holy Spirit. This number is a very con- 
servative report for those who have re- 
ceived the blessing of the promise. This 
more than doubles the entire work of the 
previous year. 

Rejoicing to see you soon again, and 
may the Lord continually bless you and 
make you a blessing —Your servant in 
the Lord, John P. Kluzit.

What It Cost Me to Attend the 
General Assembly 
(Continued from page 5) 
in bad shape and the dresses which in 
those days were not always fast color, 
began to fade. They soon resembled 
Joseph’s coat of many colors. The rain 
appeared to be ceaseless so we packed the 
clothes wet and it was not until we end- 
ed the journey at Cleveland that the 

garments were thoroughly dried. 

Our next stop was in southern Indi- 
ana where we had to abandon the trailer. 
One of the solid rubber tires had broken 
and the wheel was damaged. Stopping 
over a day, we reconstructed the trailer 
to fit the back end of the Ford roadster. 
In Kentucky we came to a standstill be- 
cause of a tire blowout on the Willys- 
Knight. The Ford was driven back eight 
miles for a new inner tube (costing 
$8.00) while we spent the time making 
tire boots out of an old tire, thus pre- 
paring for the flats we knew were ahead. 

From there to the vicinity of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., we had little trouble, but 
just. outside the city there was another 
blowout. In those days service cars carry- 
ing high pressure tanks to supply air were 
sent on the highways looking for busi- 
ness. One came along as we removed the 
tire and I went with the driver direct 
to the tire house. After purchasing one 
tire and tube for $69.00, I returned to 
the family and friends. We camped for 
the night and the next morning had 
made one mile when a tire on the Ford 
blew out. I telephoned for a tire to be 
brought out and paid the cost of $32.00. 

When we resumed our journey the 
wiring of the big car became faulty. 
While stopping for this repair we located 
a firm selling the brand of tires we pur- 
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chased at the beginning of the trip. For 
the poor service received the proprieter 
offered us two more tires at half price 
so we paid the cost of $46.00 and took 
the tires. 

Near Nashville I had met a deputy 
sheriff who had just returned from the 
mountainous parts between there and 
Chattanooga. He reported forty-two riv- 
ers and streams to ford just ahead and 
advised me to go down through Alaba- 
ma and Georgia and up to Chattanooga 
that way. Rains were almost continuous 
and water had been even with the Wil- 
lys-Knight running board while at Nash- 
ville. There were no road maps and only 
a few garages had the blue book outlin- 
ing roads, but we ventured to take the 
route. 

Mud was so plentiful by then that we 
quit trying to pitch the tent and got 
permission to sleep on porches as we 
went along. Nobody got out of the cars 
except when absolutely necessary, and 
odd errands through the mud were tak- 
en care of by Paul who wore miners’ 
boots having the foot part of steel lined 
with felt, and leather uppers sixteen 
inches high. Besides the inconvenience of 
ceaseless rains, carburetor trouble was 
our chief concern for a while. Once the 
Ford had to be pulled eight miles for a 
$2.50 carburetor adjustment. 

Approaching Chattanooga, a man of- 
fered to put us on the correct highway 
from there to Cleveland in exchange for 
a ride to the city. This was just what 
we wanted but when we followed the 
road he advised, it took us up a moun- 
tain and after driving less than two 
miles we found ourselves on a dead end 
road with a hut at the end. We turned 
into the woods to camp and in the morn- 
ing discovered the front wheel spindle 
of the Ford practically cut in two from 
broken bearings. With this repair made 
we were at last on the final stretch of 
the journey. Going toward Cleveland we 
hit hard roads with pot holes in them 
and broke a spring on the big car. But 
this was our last bit of trouble and the 
cost only $9.00. 

In all, for gas, oil, repairs and food- 
stuffs, the trip cost me around $1,200. 
We left home the last day of August, 
arriving in Cleveland around the middle 
of October, and the cost of eating and 
filling the gas tanks, without repair bills, 
averaged $10.00 a day. But very soon 
after arriving I began to be repaid for 
the lengthy, expensive journey. At the 
second meeting we attended, Elmer re- 
ceived a glorious baptism in the Holy 
Ghost. At the next service, Paul was like- 
wise baptized in the Spirit. We lingered 
in Cleveland four months, during which 
time my daughter and her family visited 
us, and while there she received the bap- 
tism. I was well repaid for attending the 


General Assembly even if the cost was 
high.
